“As much is being said now through 
the secular press in regard to the dif- 
ferences existing !n our denomination 
and the divisions resulting therefrom. I 
ask ‘space in The Atlanta Constitution 
to make a statement, that our many 
friends in Georgia and elsewhere who 
read The Constitution may know the 
truth in regard to the matter. 

“As Y have been preaching for the
